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9/11  anniversary  brings  perspective 


RICHMOND,  Va.  (BP)  — 
Five  years  after  one  of 
America's  worst  nightmares 
unfolded  in  the  bright  day¬ 
light  of  a  fall  day  in  New 
York  City,  the  echoes  of  Sept. 
11  continue  to  reverberate. 

Several  regional  wars,  and 
a  global  one,  are  being  fought 
as  a  result  of  that  day.  Major 
terrorist  strikes  have  shaken 
England,  Spain,  Indonesia, 
India,  and  other  nations. 
Governments  have  risen  and 
fallen  based  on  their  respons¬ 
es  to  threats  and  attacks. 
International  alliances  have 
been  made  and  broken. 
Terror  groups  and  extremist 
movements  rival  and  some¬ 
times  surpass  governments 
in  their  power  and  influence. 

Last  month,  a  9 /11-mag¬ 
nitude  attack  on  U.S-bound 
airliners  was  foiled  in  what 
reportedly  were  the  final 
stages  of  preparation. 

World  wars  and  the  titan¬ 


ic  Struggle  TJETWeen  commu¬ 
nism  and  democracy 
marked  the  20th  century. 
The  21st  century,  only  a  few 
years  old,  already  seems 


not  between  nations  or 
superpowers,  but  between 
cultures  and  civilizations. 

Perhaps  Americans, 
caught  Jn  the  eye  of  the 
storm  that  surrounds  them, 
overestimate  the  repercus¬ 
sions  of  9/11  and  the  tenor 
war  in  die  rest  of  the  world. 

"When  you  look  at  the 
globe,  there  are  many  coun¬ 
tries  that  have  so  many  prob¬ 
lems  of  their  own  that  what 
happens  in  America  has  very 
little  impact  on  them,"  says

"Take  West  Africa.  You 
could  go  to  those  countries  and 
say,  'What  do  you  think  about 
wnat  happened  on  9/11?'  and 
many  of  the  people  would  say, 
'Hey,  I'm  just  trying  to  get  a 
meal  today.  I'm  hungry  and 
my  people  are  dying  of  malar¬ 
ia,  and  AIDS  is  killing  half  our 
population.'  9/11  is  a  remote 
thing  that  happened  to  some¬ 
body  else,"  he  said. 

What  is  urgent  for  West 
Africans  —  and  millions  of 
other  people  in  hurting, 
spiritually  dark  areas?  The 
need  for  hope.  They  will 
accept  it  from  almost  any¬ 
one  who  offers  it,  and  fol¬ 
lowers  of  Christ  offer  a  hope 
that  does  not  disappoint. 

"The  Lord  is  making 
amazing  breakthroughs  in 
the  world  of  Islam,"  says  a 
mission  strategist  who  can¬ 
not  be  identified.  "Why? 
Muslims  are  being  called  (by 
God).  People  are  having 
visions.  Muslims  do  not  want 
one  foot  in  Islam  and  another 
in  Christianity:  they  make 
clean  breaks,  they  want  the 
intimacy  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

"We  continue  to  see  mis¬ 
sionaries  ask  to  till  assign¬ 
ments  in  some  pretty  tough, 
predominantly  Muslim  areas. 
What  makes  a  modi  fly  into 
the  light  firemen  rush  into 
burning  towers,  missionaries 
volunteer  for  the  deepest  and 
darkest  lostness  in  the  world? 
I'm  not  sure  about  moths,  but 
for  the  rest  it  is  the  old  hymn 
that  comes  to  mind:  'Rescue 
the  perishing..."

Family  Bible  Study 

The  Thrill  of  Victory 

Joshua  4:1-3, 8, 10-11, 17-24 


By  Arthur  Story 


Over  the  years,  my  family 
and  I  have  collected  a  number 
of  items  that  we  cherish  not 
because  of  their  monetary 
value  but  because  of  their  his¬ 
toric  value  to  us.  We  have  pho¬ 
tos,  trophies,  mementos,  and 
other  items  that  help  us  recall 
past  events.  One  of  my  person¬ 
al  favorites  is  an  industrial 
grade  piece  of  metal  that 
weighs  about  10  pounds,  is  12 
inches  wide,  30  inches  tall,  and 
a  fourth  of  an  inch  thick.  It  is  a 
constant  reminder  to  us  of 
God's  faithfulness. 


Almost  eight  years 
ago  this  piece  of  metal 
flew  off  of  the  back  of  a 
tractor  trial  and  went 
throu: 
tion 

never  forget 
skipping  on  die  highway,  the 
sparks  it  generated  that  night  as 
it  came  toward  the  van,  the 
shudder  from  its  impact,  or  my 
thankfulness  that  God  had  pro¬ 
tected  my  oldest  son,  Sean,  and 
me.  Had  that  piece  of  metal 
bounced  a  little  higher  it  would 
have  gone  through  the  wind¬ 
shield  and  most  likely  killed  us 
both.  Now  it  sits  by  my  desk  as

a  reminder  of  God's 
faithfulness.  On  numer¬ 
ous  occasions  we  have 
looked  at  that  bent 
piece  of  metal  recalled 
the  events  of  that 
evening,  and  discussed 
God's  faithfulness. 

In  Joshua  4  we  see 
the  importance  of 
remembering  past 
events,  acknowledging 
God's  work  in  them,  and  moti¬ 
vating  others  to  see  God's  work 
in  their  spiritual  victories. 

In  verses  1-3  and  in  verse  8 
we  see  die  importance  of  mark¬ 
ing  die  victories  God  provides  in 
our  lives.  Forty  years  prior  there 
was  nothing  for  die  people  of 
God  to  celebrate.  There  was  no 
reason  to  set  up  a  memorial. 
They  had  followed  God  to  edge 
of  the  Promised  Land  and  cho¬ 
sen  not  to  trust  Him.  Now  they 
had  seen  Him  miraculously 


open  the  way  for  them  to  enter 
into  die  land  by  stopping  the 
flow  of  the  Jordan  River  so  they 
could  pass  over  on  dry  ground. 
God's  people  had  obeyed  Him 
enFurnj 


and  seen  Him  act  on  their  behalf. 
Their  entry  into  the  land  was  the 
work  of  God  that  came  as  a 
result  of  their  obedience  to  Him. 
It  was  a  victory  for  His  people.  It 
was  a  victory  worth  remember¬ 
ing  and  communicating  to 
future  generations.  Immediately 
after  the  crossing  of  the  Jordan 
was  die  right  time  to  make 
arrangements  to  acknowledge 
God's  work.  As  a  result  twelve 
men  were  instructed  to  remove 
the  stones  from  die  river  that 
would  later  be  used  to  build  a 
memorial  to  commemorate 
what  God  had  done  that  day. 

In  verses  10-11  and  verses 
17-18  we  see  the  importance  of 
recognizing  God's  work  in  the 
victories  He  brings.  The

Israelites  could  not  claim  credit 
for  their  crossing  of  the  Jordan 
River.  All  they  nad  done  was 
obey  God's  instructions.  Joshua 
obeyed  God  by  communicating 
to  tne  people  what  God  wanted 
them  to  do  and  the  people  fol¬ 
lowed  the  instructions.  God 
issued  a  plan  that  was  totally 
dependent  on  His  intervention. 
The  Israelites, couldn't  have 
stopped  die  water  simply  be 
walking  into  the  Jordan.  God 
had  to  intervene.  From  a 
human  standpoint  the  plan 
didn't  make  sense  but  the 
Israelites  followed  it  because 
they  had  the  right  attitude. 
They  were  focused  on  obeying 
God  so  they  weren't  going  to 
argue  with  His  plan  and  as  a 
result  they  experienced  an 
incredible  victory.
